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REMARKS 

A telephone interview was conducted April 27, 2007 between Examiner Jerome 
Grant and applicants' representative George Blasiak. The Examiner had contacted 
applicants' representative via telephone regarding child patent application No. 
1 1/238,176, and in a discussion regarding U. S. Patent Application No. 1 1/238,176 the 
Examiner noted that U. S. Patent Application No. 1 1/238,176 was undergoing 
examination and that additional references were uncovered in U. S. Patent Application 
No. 1 1/238,176. The applicants' representative noted that an issue fee is due in the 
present application and that filing a Request for Continued Examination ("RCE") would 
result in further delay of the issuance of the present application. The Examiner 
indicated that the Examiner would consider the newly uncovered references in the 
present application without requiring the filing of an RCE so as not to further delay the 
issuance of the present application. 

Further during the interview, applicants' representative noted thiat with the 
examination of U. S. Patent Application No. 1 1/238,176 the timing between U. S. Patent 
Application No. 09/766,922 and U. S. Patent Application No. 1 1/238,176 was changed 
such that U. S. Patent Application No. 11/238,176 could possibly issue prior to U. S. 
Patent Application No. 09/766,922. 

Acknowledging that with the timing of the applications such that U. S. Patent 
Application No. 1 1/238,176 could possibly issue prior to U. S. Patent Application No. 
09/766,922, the Examiner indicated that the Examiner had considered the claims of 
U. S. Patent Application No. 1 1/238,176 relative to the present application for double 
patenting conflicts, and had determined that there were no double patenting conflicts 
either as to U. S. Patent Application No. 1 1/238,176 in view of U. S. Patent Application 
No. 09/766,922 or as to U. S. Patent Application No. 09/766,922 as to U. S. Patent 
Application No. 11/238,176. 

Accordingly, in view of the above remarks, applicants believe the present 
application to be in condition for allowance and respectfully request passage to 
allowance of the application.
